Damp barley means barley con- 
taining over 17 per cent of moisture 
and according to the regulations can- 
not be graded higher than No, 3 Can- 
ada Western barley, artificially dried 
or not. No. 3 Canada Western may be 


sald to be the principal grade for feed © 


barleys, the higher grades of six-row 
and two-row barleys being used by 
the malting trade. In the feed grades, 
with the exception of the lowest grade, 
No. 6, it is absolutely necessary that 
the barley be “sweet”. This means that 
the barley must not be heated or mus- 
ted. Heated barley and musted barley 
in fact like most of the various causes 
of unsoundness, may be detected by 
sight. The heating of barley, whether 


caused by wet or by fire, shows 4. 


brown discolouration of the kernels. 
The heating may also be self-evident 
by the odour of mustiness if caused by 
damp, or by smoke or cooking if from 
heat. In musted barley the musty 
odour is pronounced and may be ac- 
companied by excessive dust, evidence 
of being stored .in an excessively moist 
state, Artificially dried grain is barley 
that has contained too high a moist- 
ure content and is therefore artificial- 
ly dried. As the drying 1s ususally done 
at termnial elevators, the actual oper- 
ation does not come within the pur-. 
view of the grower or shipper.

There are few people in Western Canada, and in the east as well for 
that matter, who will not follow wtih lively interest the procecdings before 
the Royal Commission appointed by the Saskatchewan Government to in- 
quire into all the circumstances surrounding the ‘On to Ottawa” trek of 
relief camp strikers, which started’ out from Vancouver this summer and 
culminated in the Dominion Day rioting in Regina, in which a city police 
detective lost his I’fe and scores were ‘injured. 

The inquiry, which is to be held in Regina may be regarded as an event 
of major importance to the whole country, in view of the fact that charges 
have been made‘public that the purpose and intent of the movement was to 
upset the constituted government of Canada and to impose on the country 
a government by unlawful means, 

This has been denied by thé strikers’ leadets, who have insistently de- 
clared that their purpose was peaceful and inspired only with the desire 
to draw their grievances to the attention of the Federal government and 
the people inthe hope that by this means these grievances would be remedied. 

Which is correct, the charge or the denial, the people at large have no 
means of knowing at the present time, but it is sincerely to be hoped that 
sufficient evidence will be brought before the Commission to settle the ques- 
tion definitely one way or the other, 

The charge, of course, is a serious one, since, if true, it involves a Seri- 
ous threat to the democratic form of government which has been kequeathed 
to the people of Canada and has been carefully fostered and cherished by 
them since Confederation. The whole trend of the history of the country 
since that date has been to bulwark and strengthen that form of govern- 
ment which decrees that at periodic intervals the people of the country shall 
decide by their ballots at the polls what administrative policies they desire. 

On the other hand, if there is no truth in the charge, the public is’ en- 
titled to know it. During their advance through the provinces of British 
Columbia, Alberta and Saskatchewan ag far as Regina, the young men 
making their way towards Ottawa gained a measure of sympathy and sup- 
port from a section of the public. : 

Those who assisted the lads on their trip to the capital in the belief 
that it was a peaceful delegation to supplicate the government to terminate 
certain grievances, whether those grievances were‘ real or fancied, will want 
to know whether their confidence was misplaced or not. 

Those young men who joined the movement in a’spirit of youthful ad- 
venture as the strikers progressed through the western provinces, as is 
alleged many of them did on the assumption that it was a peaceful and 
law-abiding pilgrimage, will also want to know whether they were bound 
on an innocent quest or were unwitting and pliable tools in the hands of a 
menacing leadership, as has also been alleged. 

These are matters which should be cleared up definitely and finally for 
the sake of the peace of mind of the public generally and for the informa- 
tion .of participants in the march and of those who sympathized with them 
and aided them. = Z : 

There is only one way, however, for these question to be definitely de- 
termined and that is by all those who have specific information on- the 
movement and its motives’ to come forward and offer their testimony with- 
out fear or favor. Such information, no matter what it may be, provided it 
is Yeliable, will, it is safe-to say,“ be welcomed by the Commission and the 
public. - 

It must be borne in‘mind that the Commission is purely a fact-finding 
body. It is not charged with the duty of drawing conclusions from the 
evidence adduced, or:of .making recommendations as a result of the in- 
formation it receives. Re ‘ 

The Commission's duties are confined to bringing out whatever facts 
they and their counsel may be able to secure and, while, no doubt, every 
effort will be made to gain as much information as possible, the value of 
the Commission’s work to the public will be limited to the extent that such 
information is made available. i 

If those who have important information on the subject matter of the 
inquiry, neglect to bring it to the Commission’s attention, to that extent 
the investigation will necessarily fail to fulfill its full purpose and to that 
degree the inquiry will he disappointing. = ti ST; 

No matter how economically handled-‘a Royal Commission inquiry is 
hound to involve considerable expenditure and it is ‘to be hoped that those 
who have information of value will submit it and help thé public to secure 
a good return for the expense entailed. ieee soy

Details of the machine's design 
are being kept secret, but the ex- 
pected performances were made 
known recently. 

This craft may be the forerunner 
of a new era in long-distance travel. 

Although balloon ascents have been 
made to the stratosphere, no aero- 
plane has carried out any satisfactory 
tests there. But it is believed that 
once a machine and engine can be 
built to reach the necessary height— 
eight or nine miles up—remarkable 
speeds will be achieved.

Seed Treatment for Smut 


Before any substance can be recom- 
‘mended to farmers tor the control of 
smut in wheat; barley and oats, it 
must be subjected to field tests under 
conditions suitable to natural.smut in- 
fection. During: the past five years 
tests of this kind have been made at 
the Dominion Rust Research Labora- 
tory at Winnipeg with no less than 37 
‘substances. The. results obtained with 
16 of these, preparations are summar- 
ized in the July issue of “Scientific 
Agriculture.” Formalin gave good con- 
trol of bunt of wheat, covered smut 
of barley, and the smut of oats. This 
treatment is relatively cheap, but it is 
more difficult to apply than the dust 
treatments, and under certain condl- 
tions may cause seed injury. The cop- 
per dusts are to be recommended only 
for treatment of wheat and hulless 
oats. In general; they have good con- 
trol of bunt when the seed was not 
too heavily contaminated with spores. 
New Improved Ceresan, an organic 
mercury dust, was effective in control- 
ling bunt of wheat, covered smut of 


barley, and the smut of oats. This }. 


| dust, because of the light rate at 
which it is applied, should not cause 
|clogging of drills. In certain other ex- 
| periments, seed treated with copper 
and mercury dusts gave a higher per- 
centage of seeding emergence than un- 
treated seed.
